Q. Some of. we citizens of Belmont Shore would 


appreciate a little extra time to cross Second Street 
with the north-south walk signals. It is almost impossi- 
ble for older people to cross the street before the. light 
turns red. The east-west traffic seems to have much 
more time. L.C.C., Long Beach. 


A. "We know the north-south walk signal is too 


short," said a spokesman for the Public Service Depart- 
ment, "but we must Have it timed that way in order to 
get the heavy Second Street traffic through." He ex- 
plained that the entire signal cycle at each intersection 
lasts 70 seconds, with 49 seconds for east-west traffic 
and 21 seconds for north-south traffic. However, the de- 
partment plans to install a system which will cause the 
70-second cycle to function only during the peak morn- 
ing and evening traffic hours, and which will provide a 
longer cycle for both directions during the rest of the 
day. "We have all the equipment necessary, and we 
hope to have it installed by summer," the spokesman 
said.

NEW YORK — A high-level task force has urged President-elect Nixon to 


adopt immediate and sweeping changes in the welfare system. The most im- 
portant recommendation calls for the federal government to assume a much 
greater share of the welfare burden and, at the same Lime, to impose national 
minimum standards of payment for the nation's 8.5-million welfare clients. 


This 
recommendation 


would cost between $1.5 
billion and $2 billion an- 
nually, 
depending 
on 


whicli of two alternative 
approaches is chosen. 


The same task force has 


also recommended: 


—The gradual dismem- 


berment of the Office of 
E c o n o m i c Opportunity,

cy with 
great authority, 


located in the 
executive 


office of the president, to

"the accepted instrument 
for the entire federal gov- 
ernment" for coordinating, 
on the local level, assist- 
ance to the poor and the 
cities.

The 15-member Commis- 


sion -on Marine 
Science, 


Engineering and Resources 
recommended the forma- 


tion of an 
independent 


agency to be known as 
the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Agency. 


The 
panel, 
appointed 


two years ago, suggested 
that the agency be created 
from 
the 
Coast 
Guard, 


now part of the Transpor- 
tation Department; the En- 
vironmental Science Serv- 
ices Agency, now in the 
Commerce 
Department; 


the Bureau of Commercial 


Fisheries, now within the 
Interior 
Department, 
the 


Army's Great Lakes Sur- 
vey, the Independent Sea 
Grant Program and the 
National Sciences Founda- 
tion. 


"We are proposing a na- 


tional investment of major 
magnitude in the oceans," 
explained c o m m i s s i o n 
Chairman Julius A. Strat- 
ton of the Ford Founda- 
tion. 


"We believe that such 


an investment 
in these 


times or any times can be 
justified only in terms of 
the needs of the people, 
the people of our country 
and 
of 
other 
countries 


throughout the world," he 
said. 


The commission's tele- 


phone directory-size report 
suggests a program start- 
ing 
with

about $800 million, ap-

Sirhan Describes 
Night of Killing for 
Magazine Writer 


LOS ANGELES (CNS) — "I felt a choking in my 


throat, and people were holding me, and beating me 
and twisting my left knee, and pounding my head on 
the table. They hurt my left eye . . ." 


These were the words of accused assassin Sirhan 


Bishara Sirhan as he described to freelance writer Rob- 
ert H. Kaiser the scene in an Ambassador Hotel pantry 
service area the night U.S. Sen. Robert F. Kennedy was 
shot. 


The exclusive interview with Sirhan will appear in 


the Jan. 17 issue of Life Magazine. 


Excerpts of the Life article were released in Los 


Angeles and New York Saturday. 


Kaiser, the only journalist to visit the 24-year-old 


Jordanian immigrant in the seven months Sirhan has 
been in an isolated jail cell, depicts the accused assas- 
sin as a tense and brooding young man. 


For a time, according to the Life story, Sirhan 


smoked heavily — 10 cigars a day and then six packs 
of cigarettes daily. Finally, he began chewing gum. 


Kaiser, also an investigator for Parsons, said Sirhan 


ordered the Los Angeles Times delivered daily to his 
cell until recently, "when he became depressed by 
world events." 
"' It's 
all violence, chaos,unrest.'" the article 


quotes Sirhan as saying, "whatever happened to the 
old saying, peace and quiet." 


Sirhan was arrested last June 5 only seconds after 


Kennedy and five other persons were felled in a burst 
of gunfire at the Ambassador. The senator died the 
next day, but the others survived. 


Kennedy had just left the hotel's Embassy Room, 


where a celebration of his victory in California's Demo- 
cratic presidential primary election was in progress. 


The pantry area is just off the Embassy Room and 


Kennedy was ducking through there to go to share his 
joy of victory with newsmen in the adjoining Colonial 
Room. 


Sirhan, according to the Life article, resents that 


anyone would consider him not an American, dislikes 
his -name, is in awe of his chief defense attorney, and 
considers another of his three lawyers a father figure. 


The accused assassin's mother, meanwhile, often 


talks to a magazine picture of the slain senator and 
asks Kennedy's forgiveness, according to the story. 


Sirhan, said Kaiser, was angered by a magazine ar- 


ticle which referred to him as a legal Jordanian citizen 
and not an American. 


The Life article said: 
" 'What doeshe mean?' asked Sirhan, eyes blazing, 


'not American'!" 


"Later, lie said: 'I feel like an American. If I went 


back to Jordan, I would be a foreigner'." 


"On still another occasion, Sirhan said he felt like 


a 'man without a country'." 


Kaiser quoted Sirhan as saying in real anquish: 
" 'My name! Sear-hann Sear-hann. As soon as any- 


one heard it, everything else stopped. They wanted to 
know, 'what kind of a name is that?' 


• " 'I began to associate more and more with my 


name. Sirhan meant 'wolf and I became more and more 
of a lone wolf." 


Sirhan's mother, Mary, keeps several magazines 


that tell of the night Kennedy was shot, on a buffet ta- 
ble in her Pasadena home. 


The • article reported: 
"She picks up the magazines now and then and 


talks to the face of Robert Kennedy as drawn by time 
artist Louis Glanzman, telling him how sorry she is. 


"Kennedy, moreover, talks to her. 'It's O.K., Mary", 


she says he says, T forgive you. It's O.K.'." 


Kaiser portrayed Sirhan as interested in the intrica- 


cies of American law., He also has a deep respect for

questionnaire 
survey of 


more than 5000 members 
of

governing 


boards, 
c o v e re d 
their 


backgrounds, roles and ed- 
ucational attitudes. 


The 
survey 
responses 


differed according to loca- 
tion or type of institution, 
but certain general charac- 


eristics emerged from the 
report. 


In general, the college 


trustee was found to be 
white, protestant, and in 
his 50s. He is well educat- 
ed and financially secure 
with more than half -re- 
porting 
annual 
incomes 


exceeding $30,000. He oc- 
. cupies a prestige position, 
usually in business, and 
"personifies 
'success' in 


the American sense of the 
word," the sruvey said. 


The composite trustee is 


often cautions about aca- 
demic freedom and has 
some reservations about 
its uses, the report said. 
He believes that college 
attendance is a privilege 
that should-be extended to 
all—but not a right. As a 
rule, he describes himself 
as a "politically moderate" 
republican.

SACRAMENTO — One of the 


more interesting bits of in-fighting 
going on as the 1969 legislative ses- 
sion picks up speed is the effort by 
an outnumbered band of dissidents 
to alter both the posture and the 
mechanics of the Senate. 


The upper house has traditionally 


been a non-partisan body, with op- 
posing factions likely to be north vs. 
south rather than Republican vs. 
Democrat. A Los Angeles County 
Democratic senator had considerably 
more in common with a San Diego 
County Republican than he did with 
a fellow Democrat representing Sis- 
kiyou County, for example. 


THAT IS changing. And it will be 


interesting to see just what happens 
to eight Democrats who are trying 
to hasten the change. 


The eight — George Moscone of 


San Francisco, Albert S. Rodda of 
Sacramento, Nicholas Petris of O:ik- 
land, Tony Bcilcnson 
of Beverly 


Hills, Mervyn Dymally of Los Ange- 
les, 
James R. Mills of San Diego, 


Alfred E. Alquist of San Jose and 
Alfred H. Song of Monterey Park — 
have openly broken with the Senate 
"establishment."

or older today there are only 78 
males living in this country. This is 
according to the Bureau of Census 
1967 Data Book. It means many 
more widows must spend the rest of 
their lives without a husband at 
these older years. The cause is 
largely due to the fact that the ma- 
jority of marriages at younger ages 
are where the man is a few or many 
years older than the woman. At 
birth actuarial statistics show the 
female has five years more life ex- 
pectancy than the male. If the male 
is three years 'older than the female 
when married it would indicate—on 
the average—the female has eight 
years of widowhood ahead. 


The Data Book shows this has 


changed greatly over the past 70 
years. In 1900 our total population 
was about even between male and 
female. .Each decade shows a grad- 
ual change with the female being 
the greater number of our popula- 
tion. At present there are about 3 
million more females in our popula- 
tion than males. While the life ex- 
pectancy is so much higher for the 
female at birth it levels down to 
only about two years at 65 years of 
age and each year the gap is re- 
duced. The changes are most pro- 
nounced in the years after the 25th 
birthday. 


It is on this basis the

The truth about civil turmoil, ac-

THE INCREASE in numbers of

In 1900 the av- 
erage life span was only about 48 
years at birth. Today it is about 70 
years. But the person at 65 years of 
age has 'only two or three more 
years of expectancy than 70 years 
ago. The approximate 22-year in- 
crease has been caused by reduction 
of 
infant mortality and in the 


younger years. Medical science has 
not been able to greatly increase the 
number of remaining years for the 
older people. 


If a lesson is to be learned from 


these statistics it would seem to be 
that young people would be wise to 
marry in their own age bracket. 
Marrying a girl several years young- 
er than the boy can mean lonely 
years when the i husband passes 
away because of the difference in 
age arid life expectancy. It should 
also be a warning to men that the 
excessive strains of high living, ex- 
cessive strains at the office and re- 
fusal to have annual physical check- 
ups may be reason for shortening 
the life and enjoyment of compan- 
ionship. 


Violence sells cigarettes 
but not crime—TV brass

solemnly explained at a Senate hear- 
ing conducted by 'the late Sen. Estes 
Kefauver, D-Tenn., that TV violence 
has no proven harmful effects on 
viewers. 


They came back the other day to 


another Senate hearing room with 
the same old line. For seven hours,

ert Welch as secretary of State, his 
advice would be only as good as the 
information department people gave 
him.

fourth echelons remain year after 
year." 


The American people, brainwashed

to bring in the net, it 
could be done mechani- 
cally in a fraction of the 
time and it didn't tie up 
the whole crew for an 
hour to pull in a mile of 
net. 


"Well, he tried to ped- 


dle it everywhere —• the 
Fisheirman's Coop turned 
him down, they all did. 
Discouraged, he went to 
Seattle where he found 
a man who built a mod- 
el and operated it as a 
demonstrator. The orders 
poured in and . today 1 
guess 
it's 
standard 


equipment 
on 
most 


boats," he says. 


The inventor? 
"He's sitting down in 


Miami cussing the gov- 
ernment f o r collecting 
such a large tax bite out 
of 
his 
income,"

Babcock. 


Then there was Palos 


Verdes savings and loan 
vice president Clay Ja- 
cobson who got fed up 
with the whole scene, 
quit his big tax bracket 
job, retired to his putter- 
ing area for a year. He 
came up with a highly 
successful aqua scooter 
he calls the "Sea-Doo." 
Pint-sized but powerful, 
it pulls water into the 
hull, throws it out the 
back, can carry two pas- 
sengers, pull a water 
skier.

Paul Mann patented a 
tri-view, rotating prism 
billboard device; a San 
Juan 
Capistrano 
man 


who designed and mar- 
keted via mail orders, a 
teflon sock for steam 
irons. 


Ex-USC music major 


Mike Seal of Torrance 
has been Babcock's most 
prolific customer — 22 
patents in the past 20 
years. All have been 
plastic devices for home, 
commercial and industri- 


al uses. They include a 
botlie insert to equalize 
pouring flow, a batteiy 
filling device, a tailpipe 
reproducer. 


Babcock's current file 


includes a flying sub- 
marine ("I don't know 
what to tell you about 
this") yet to be built, 
and a shower attach- 
ment for drip dries ("I 
thought this was a sure 
thing 
but 
it 
didn't 


swing") plus a host of 
mechanical i m p r o v e - 
ments for engines. 


"Inventors as a breed 


are great individualists, 
originals in thought and 
dress, fascinating to talk 
to.

To them all 
their ideas are equally 
interesting," says Bab- 
cock.

Sought in Hayes Bill in Assembly 


Mailbag With $264,000 
Stolen From BOAC Jet

Mandatory inspections of 


smog control devices will 
be written into a bill by 
Assemblyman 
James 
A. 


Hayes, R-Long Beach. The 
bill and other bills on sub- 
jects including rapid trans- 
it will go before the State 
Assembly in a few weeks. 


The inspection of smog 


control devices will be 
done at service 
stations 


that are authorized to in- 
stall the devices. The pro- 
spective 
bill 
presently 


calls for the inspection to 
be done every six months. 
The length of time be- 
tween inspections may be 
changed before the bill is 
submitted. 


Hayes 
said that the 


inspection 
bill will make 


previous laws to prevent • 
air pollution effective. The 
'smog control devices that 
are required will not be 
allowed 
to 
become in- 


active. 


In the 1968 legislative 


session, a bill was passed 
that allows Hayes to test 
smog control devices on 
22 
state 
owned 
cars. 


Hayes said that the device 


•he is testing is able to re- 
duce exhaust emission to 
zero. The device on the 
state cars are checked ei- 
ther every 5,000 miles or 
every four months. 


* * * * 


HAYES will take the 


evidence from the smog 
device test and use it as a 
guide for legislation forc- 
ing auto manufacturers to 
comply with smog preven- 
tion procedures that the 
state has found effective. 


Hayes said, "The smog 


device testing bill will be 
the most significant and 
important antismpg legis- 
lation ever enacted. Be- 
fore, 
car 
manufacturers 


dictated 
what 
kind of 


smog control devices cars 
would have." 


Hayes said that during 


this session he will be 
working mainly on air pol- 
lution control and traffic 
control. He is slated to 
become chairman of the 
Transportation and Com- 
merce 
Committee. 
The 


main thrust of his work 
will be in this committee. 


He is now working on a 


bill that will help reduce 
traffic problems in South- 
ern California by stream- 
lining the Southern Cali- 
fornia Rapid Transit Dis- 
trict. The bill will be in- 
troduced in about a month 
when details will be made 
known. 


Another bill Hayes will 


put before the assembly 
this session will make it a 
crime for a person who 
collects money with the 
circulation of an initiative, 
referendum or recall peti- 
tion to use that money for 
his own personal use. The 
Assemblyman 
said 
that 


there have been persons 
who have become profes- 
sional petition circulators 
and have lived off the 
money 
they 
collected 


when they circulated the 
petitions. He wants peti- 
tion, circulators put in the 
position of trustees.

HAYES opposes inact- 


ing legislation to control 
University 
of 
California 


and state college campus 
disorders. He feels that 
such legislation will have 
no real lasting value. He 
said the administrators of 
colleges and universities 
are capable of identifying 
and dealing with trouble- 
makers. 


"The school administra- 


tors and the Board of Re- 
gents must define rules 
about demonstrations and 
about who may come on 
campus," Hayes said. "If 
the administrators and re- 
gents do not define the 
rules the legislature may 
be forced to enact legisla- 
tion to tell them to do

HOLLYWOOD (UP1) — Virginia Mayo outspokenly 


suggests that the unhappy plight of actresses today can 
be blamed on the number of effeminate writers, produ- 
cers and directors In show business.

2'^ inches. For Boston and his longtime Russian rival, . 
IgorTer-Oyanesyan, the day.turned suddenly chill. 


"My career came to finality," Boston noted. "That. 


Beamon got two oldies with one shot." 


Beamon's jump, well chronicled has been analyzed 


as "the greatest feat in track and field history," and 
romanticized as "taking off in 1968 and leaping clear 
into the next century." Some track experts slideruled 
that a 29-2!/2' long jump, exceeding the old record by- 
nearly two feet, was equivalent -to an 8.8 hundred, a : 


v 3:43.3 mile or a 7-10'/£ high jump. 


They have added up all factors — maximum allow- 


able wind assistance, the altitude, the Tartan runway. 
arid the fact that Beamon probably reduced drag by 
shaving under his arms that morning — and decided 
that everything was in his favor. 


A Kentucky doctor even said that it helped that 


Beamon was a Negro. "They have longer legs," he ex- 
plained.

Beamon, who competes in the L.A. Invitational at

mark." After all, the jump was actually about 30 feet 
They measured it from where my backside hit. My feet 
were out farther than that." 


Since that moment he has had little time to him- 


self. Even, a car dealer in El Paso, where Beamon will 
return to school next semester, wanted him to jump. 


"Into a convertible," Bob smiles. "I couldn't mess 


with it because I'd be puttin' my name on advertise- 
ment." 


Not that he objects to money. Unlike Boston, Bea- 


mon plans to cash in on his talent any way he can — 
after he turns pro. Of course. Standing 6-2%, he talks 
about trying pro basketball and even rates the proposed 
professional track scheme a chance to succeed. He 
doesn't think pari-mutuel wagering would be demeaning 
to the athletes. 


"It sounds good," he says with enthusiasm. "That'd 


be real nice. You have to make a buck."

BEAMON HAS HAD enough of poverty. The leap 


he made at Mexico City was nothing. The leap he marie 
from the New York tenements into international prom- 
inence is more inspiring. 


An orphan by the time he was a year old, Boh 


says, "I grew up on my own. My grandmother worked 
from 8 o'clock in the morning until 8 or 9 o'clock at 
night. Part of my life I spent in Harlem and the other 


part I spent in. Queens. On the island's a little better." 


If he wasn't jumping, Beamon figures "1 guess I'd 


be back'in Harlem" with the.kids he grew up with. 


"I don't know much about 'em now.. .except half 


of 'em are dope addicts. We used to sit on the corner 
and smoke -cigarettes, then stay out and go to parties 
'til about 2 o'clock in* the morning. This was routine. 


"Smoking was' the big' thing. When I was about 10 


years old I'd sit in a tree in back of my building and 
smoke. First time I smoked, I smoked two packs. Sat in 
the tree all day and. smoked. I felt a little funny...

Later, in his teens, Beamon recalls with clarity that 


"I just about kicked the smoking habit when I started 
realizing that girls were the best thing in life. But I did 
have a habit of drinking. 


"I never drink too much. Then I went to a birth- 


day party one lime and drank about four glasses of 
wine and got sick and that was it." 


BEAMON, NOW 22, met his wife in high school 


and married her a year ago. Last spring he and seven 
other black athletes were suspended from the Texas-El 
Paso track squad for refusing to compete against Brig- 
ham 
Young University, objecting to 
the Mormon 


Church's views a'bout Negroes. 


"We did this on our own," Bob says. "That's the 


only thing that bothered me. . . that Harry Edwards had 
'advised us.' That's wrong." 


Now, majoring in speech and drama, he is going 


back to UTEP, sans scholarship or any other visible 
means. 


"No businessmen are paying it," he says, denying 


another report. "It's not that much to go to school, 
though." 


The only inspiration Bob needs is his memories. 
"When I came up things weren't as bad as they are 


now," he says. "You'll find babies born addicted to 
dope, because their mothers are. About 9 or 10 they 
start gctt-in' the habit, actually indulging in mainlining. 
At 13 or 14 they're just about gone. 


"I had a friend who jumped 22 feet in the sixth 


grade. He ran the hundred in about 10.2 But the guy 
now is practically dead."

That nasty word — seasickness — has come up 


several times in the last week, and from various quart- 
ers. One man called and asked which of the various 
remedies would be better. My answer to that was to 
get the recommendation of a pharmacist, or, better yet, 
the word of a reputable doctor. 


But it seems that at times even doctors and phar- 


macists suffer from the same malady under certain con- 
ditions. No one is immune. I have heard of the most 
seasoned skippers and deckhands getting seasick in bad 
weather, or as the result of bad habits the night before, 
if you follow me. 


It was interesting to note that even one of the 


Apollo 8 astronauts mentioned motion sickness while on 
a journey to the moon. He didn't admit that he had 
been sick, but said that when he first started moving 
about as the space craft soared toward the moon, he 
felt a bit queasy, possibly because he started floating 
around in the ship too fast and before he became accus- 
tomed to the enormous speed and elevation. 


However, there are few readers of this column who 


ever expect to be- flying toward the moon, so let's con- 
fine this-story to the 'ocean. The old U.S. Navy expres- 
sion, "Anybody who claims "that he hasn't been seasick 
at some time in his life just hasn't spent enough time 
at sea," is certainly true.

I know of one 
person who can't walk out on a floating dock without 
turning pale and wanting to head back to firm soil in a 
hurry.

the hearing apparatus, namely the ears, that will not 
permit the person to sail anywhere without motion 
sickness. 


My late son, Don Lee, who died just a year ago

Dramamine, Marezine, Bonine and Mitronal are the 


main drugs available without prescriptions at all drug 
stores. Dramamine is the oldest, unless one wants to go 
back into history and talk about Mother Sill's pills. 


Most of those remedies have a tendency to make a 


person drowsy, but not enough to make you sleep if 
the boat runs into a hot school of fish. In most cases 
the remedy is effective and is widely used by people 
willing to - discuss it and others who don't want to be 
"chicken"- and let anybody know that the drug is neces- 
sary.

— a 14 per cent leap from the $31.9 billion recorded 
the year before. Major sources of tax revenue continued 
to produce bigger and bigger amounts. 


Thirty-five states met in no less than 50 regular 


and special sessions that saw more than 56,000 bills 
and resolutions introduced and more than 20,000 laws 
enacted — many touching on major state tax sources, 
notably sales and income, the CCH review said. 


Just eight states collected more than one half of all 


state tax revenue in the U.S. in fiscal 1968,

California garnered $4.663 billion, New York collect- 


ed $4.447 billion and Pennsylvania raised $2.004 billion. 
Five other states — Illinois, Massachusetts, Michigan, 
Ohio and Texas — each drew more than $1 billion to 
state tax revenue.

WASHINGTON — Mrs. Jacqueline 


Kennedy Onassis lias renounced the wid- 
ow's pension she lias drawn from Uncle 
Sam for the past five years. 


Jackie requested the termination to 


be shown on the record as Oct. 1. The 
hush-hush attitude of the Treasury ap- 
pears strangely protective. 


"The text of her letter is sensitive," 


said a spokesman for the Secretary of 
the Treasury. "I would like to hedge on 
the date." 


His attitude implied the matter could 


be a hot potato politically. Sen. Edward 
Kennedy, now majority whip, is bidding 
for national leadership and any bureau- 
crat worth his salt might be uneasy 
about crossing tlie clan. 


Even before Jackie's merger with Arl, 


she should have felt no financial pain. 
With a reported $10 million estate from, 
the late President, many were surprised 
when she applied for the 310,000 annual 
pension for which she was eligible under 
a 1958 law. 


In Jackie's jet set world the sum Is 


barely enough to buy a "fun fur." 


HER READINESS to take the money 


may document rumors that the former 
First Lady was a little pressed to make 
ends meet before her sensational second 
marriage. Now the timing and circum- 
stances of her post-wedding letter to the 
Treasury Secretary uncork a host of new 
questions. The mystery surrounding Its 
text serves to further excite curiosity: 


Did the bride of one of the twenty 


richest men in the world originally intend 
to keep the pension for pin money? 


Was her decision to marry Onassis so 


sudden she didn't have time for personal 
paper work?. 


Was she offended by the torrent of 


U.S. criticism about, her marriage to a 
man who once had to pay the U.S. Gov- 
ernment millions to get off the hook for 
a shady surplus tanker deal? 


Was she tipped nff to die irate in- 


quiries about the pension coming into 
Congressional offices and the Treasury 
after her marriage to a 69-year-old alien? 


The first shock may have been set 


off by that self-appointed guardian of 
the public purse, Republican Rep. H. R. 
Gross of Iowa. At the request of a con- 
stituent, Gross called the Treasury Oct. 
23. He was told Mrs. Onassis had not 
asked to be taken off the public payroll. 


While Treasury lawyers were trying 


to determine if she remained eligible un- 
der the law, her letter stopping the pen- 
sion arrived. "I'm holding it right here in 
my hot little hand," the Secretary's aide 
admitted and indicated it would stay 
right there. 


WHEN PRESSED, he agreed the let- 


ter could be regarded as "public proper- 
ty" but said the decision to withhold it 
rested with Secretary Henry Fowler, who 
' has since been succeeded by Joseph W. 
Barr. 


Gross himself can testify to the haz- 


ards of sticking an official finger into 
the Kennedy buzz-saw. He revealed then 
an effort he once made to trim some of 
Mrs. Kennedy's expensive prerogatives 
had drawn nasty mail, including a letter 
he described as "personally abusive" 
from actor Peter Lawford who at the 
time was a Kennedy in-law. 


"In 19(51 I jumped on Lawford, Frank 


Sinatra, and their pals," he recalled. 


Hollywood's self-styled "rat pack," ac- 
cording to Gross, "were flitting around 
town in official cars for the inaugural 
balls which were political events. That is 
when the mob got on me." 


Now that Jackie is married to Orias- 


sts. Gross may find he is no longer deal- 
ing with a sacred cow. Her two children 
will continue to have Secret Service 
protection until age sixteen, but her only 
remaining fringe benefit is free postage. 


If she mailed her Christmas cards in 


the United States, they went out under 
government frank. The saving, of course, 
would have been only a fraction of her 
total Yuletide outlays. 


AS FOR THE $10,000 pension, it 


would have to run for a century to pay 
for the rubies and diamonds Ari gave 
Jackie on their wedding day. Reported 
price of the gems: more than a million 
dollars. 


The widespread gossip that she may 


have married Onassis for his money ap- 
parently irks Jackie. Through a former 
secretary she recently issued a manifesto 
that she wants no publicity. 


She has suddenly adopted a new im- 


age as a plain person wiUi simple tastes. 
Visiting Ethel Kennedy in Washington 
recently, she hopped an air shuttle, rode 
a 
limousine only under protest, and 


munched a hot dug at a sumcl-up airport 
counter. 


For whatever reason, the Treasury 


abided by Jackie's wishes for "no public- 
ity." The Kennedys could now be called 
Jackie's poor kinfolk, but they hold poli- 
tical clout, and with Kennedy's drive 
now under way, may one day be back in 
the White House.

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'SCHOOLS ARE THE BATTLEGROUND' 
Big cities seek solutions to problems 


By JOYCE CHRISTENSEN 


Club Editor 


•; "We are involved in a social evolution — possibly 


a revolution — and the schools have been chosen as 
the battleground," said Dr. Francis Laufenberg, asso- 
ciate superintendent, Long Beach Unified School Dis- 
trict, when he spoke at the election meeting of Auxilia- 
ry to Long Beach Children's Clinic. 


-'-• Ghetto areas, cross currents from minority groups 
and transiency effects are among problems currently 
facing the state's five big cities — Oakland, San Fran- 
cisco, Long Beach, Los Angeles and San Diego. 


School districts in past years have had little com- 


munication with one another, the speaker said, but the 
events of today make it apparent many big city prob- 
lems — which might be classified as a phenomenon 
centering in the schools — are similar. 


"Long Beach problems are not nearly as serious as 


those faced by the four other cities," Dr. Laufenberg 
noted, "but our day may be coming." 


"Everyone is blamed for ghettos," he continued, 


"but no one deliberately set out to create them. Old 
homes, absentee ownership, taxes all contribute. Once a 
neighborhood begins to slide, apartment houses once 
renting only to adults begin accepting children. Single 
family homes are double-occupied. 


"Schools, once adequate for the area, now become 


overcrowded. Already limited playground space must be 


further reduced to construct bungalow classrooms. Land 
for expansion costs up to $100,000 an acre by the time 
it is acquired and existing structures demolished. Simi- 
lar acreage in the suburbs can be bought for $10,000 to 
$15,000 an acre," he said. 


TODAY ALSO has brought the problem of two 


power groups which are In absolute conflict. The 
NAACP-backed view of integration of blacks into the 
white community now is totally unacceptable to the 
militant groups which see minority communities as 
power blocks and want to keep them together — com- 
plete with staffing and administering their own schools. 


Ultimately, said Dr. Laufenberg, all the problems 


get back to money. 


In California, where the state is responsible for 


schools, cities tax their own property, he said, with 
these-funds'augmented by. the state up to a certain dol- 
lar figure per student. (For example: 10 years ago, Long 
Beach received 50 per cent of its school money per stu- 
dent from the state. With increased city wealth from 
tax revenue, the figure has been reduced to 20-25 per 
cent.) 


In the beginning, the five big cities previously men- 


tioned and which contribute 50 per cent of the state's 
school tax money, did not object to unequal shares of 
money going to poorer rural areas, he said. 


But with increased problems, they now are combin- 


ing to seek legislative action to have a larger share of 
their tax contribution channeled back to help meet 
these problems. 


"It's not an easy thing to do, however," concluded 


the speaker. "With 1,600 school districts in the state, 
it's a problem to legislators even when they're sympa- 
thetic to your cause. They must, look out for all the 
school districts within their borders."

As a- result she has 


been called a crank, a pu- 
ritan and a busybody. She 
has had to have police 
protection and she gets 
threatening phone calls. 


For the past six year 


this grey-haired, bespecta- 
cled woman has waged 
war on "filth" on televi- 
sion as co-founder of The 
National Viewers' and lis- 
teners' 
Association. She 


claims the association re- 
presents 100,000 people. 


Although 
she 
was 


viewed as a crank by 
many when she announced 
her 
organization, 
her 


views are now at least 
considered, if not acted 
upon, 
by 
the 
British 


Broadcasting 
Corporation 


(BBC) and the Independ- 
ent Television Authority 
(1TA). 


M R S. 
WHITEHOUSE 


was a senior teacher at a 
high school when the idea 
of a 
"cleanup-television" 


campaign first struck her. 
She was discussing moral 
welfare with a group of 
boys and girls and the 
subject was a television 
program on religion called 
"Meeting Point." 


"I hadn't seen the pro- 


gram myself," Mrs. White- 
house recalled. 
"But it 


was apparently about pre- 
marital sex." 


One of the girls then 


made a remark which In- 
dicated the discussion on 
pre-marital 
sex on the 


program had changed her 
attitude. 


"And I thought," Mrs. 


Whitehouse said, "this 
isn't one girl that's been 
affected. It's a whole gen- 
eration." 


THAT WAS In 1963. 
The school vacation fol- 


lowed and she called on 
the BBC, ITA, the health 
minister and church lead- 
ers. 


"How ridiculously naive 


I was then," she said. "I 
honestly -thought the situ- 
ation would improve after 
my talks. 


"But instead the BBC 


launched its .kitchen sink 
dramas, reaching in my 
opinion, new levels of de- 
pravity. 


"I have the highest re- 


gard for youngsters and I 
believe'it is: oiir'job to 
guide them. I think' pre- 
marital relationships are 


against society. And if 
you are a Christian it is a 
sin." 


SHE SPOKE of one epi- 


sode on a controversial 
BBC series, "Till Death Us 
Do Part," on pre-marital 
sex. 


"In it," she said. " the 


young married couple de- 
nied they had ever had 
sex before they got mar- 
ried. And then as soon as 
the girl's father had left 
the room they collapsed 
laughing saying: 'H only 
he knew.' 


"That's the sort of thing 


we're 
c a m p a i g i n l n g 


against. Not only was It 
shown to be clever and 
funny to lie to your par- 
ents but pre-marital sex 
was taken for granted by 
the young people." 


MRS. 
WHITEHOUSE, 


who has a flair for organi- 
zation, travels all over the 
country (her car was do- 
nated by a well-wisher) to 
give lectures. 


"I do it because I feer 


the vast majority of peo- 
ple are greatly concerned 
with the trends developing 
on television," she said. 


"Promiscuity, 
infidelity 


and drinking are presented 


as normal and Inevitable." 


SHE NEITHER drinks 


or smokes herself. 


Mrs. 
Whitehouse 
has 


been married for 27 years. 
Her husband, Ernest, a 
coppersmith in a family 
business, 
supports 
her 


campaign wholeheartedly. 


When her own children 


were at school, television 
was. banned 
from 
the 


hou'se for three years. 


Now a set stands in one 


corner of the room. On 
top 'Is a huge plant

time panel quiz show "Your First Impression." 


And if there is any doubt in your mind that 


the President-elect is a man of singular purpose, 
consider some of the answers he gave to questions 
that day. 


FIRST IT should be noted that at the time he 


was a defeated Presidential candidate, having been 
beaten in 1960 by John F. Kennedy. 


Now he was running for Governor of California 


against Edmund C. Brown, a race in which lie was 
to be defeated again. 


On the program, members of the panel gave 


the start of sentences, and the unseen celebrity 
guest completed them with the first thought that 
came to mind. 


ONE PANELIST offered this uncompleted sent- 


ence: "If I could be a moment in history, 1 would 
like to be ..." 


Nixon responded: "President." 
Another panelist started a new sentance: "The 


one thing you'd never get me to do is ... " 


Nixon responded: "Quit." 
EVEN ON this little television program, the 


subject of the Presidency was prominent in his 
thinking. 


Another panelist started a new sentence: "The 


one person in the world I'd like to meet is ... " 


Nixon responded: "The President." 
The host, Bill Leyden, said that in a practice 


exchange backstage, he had posed a sentence 
starting: "My one regret is ..." 


And Nixon responded: "That I wasn't assigned 


to a PT-boat." 


President Kennedy, of course, had been a PT- 


boat hero in World War II.

THE WELLS REPORT 


Suburbia Revisited 


By Bob Wells 


/INTER SUNSETS in Lakewood are bloody red, 
brief and cold. The trees of Lakewood — 


fast-growing elms, peppers and junipers — pro- 
trude like irritant fingers silhouetted against the 
bloodshot sky. In the gathering gloom under the 
trees along tho narrow tract streets, the home 
lights wink on warm and inviting. 


Cars crawl slowly down the streets, their 


headlights picking out and swinging into well-re- 
membered driveways. Daddy is home from the 
jute mill. Children call their farewells and turn 
homeward. A kaleidoscope of yellow light dances 
across lawns arid walkways as front doors are 
opened and closed, opened arid closed. 


It Is dinner time in Suburbia. The families are 


gathering. 


I guided my car along the winding street until 


my headlights picked out the house of my friend 
Alfred. And as I parked at the curb I had a new 
Bought about Alfred. For • the first time I saw 
him as a .pioneer. 
• 


When Alfred and his wife' first found their 


home in the world, the cold rains slanted down 
on it. The wet, raw clay lay slashed and white as 
the bulldozers had left it. The clay sucked at the 
shoes of Alfred and his wife, Joan, as they left 
the not-yet-paved street to inspect the unfinished 
house. 


That was almost 20 years ago when the bean- 


fields of Lakewood were ' giving way to a new 
frantic growth of postwar housing; It was their 
first house and the finest thing either of them 
had ever owned. They walked through the frame 
skeleton, tracing the plumbing lines and breathing 
the sweet, good smell of damp lumber. 


Neither of them noticed they were soaked and 


shivering until their year-old daughter awoke 
back in the car and began to cry. 


WTNLiKE MANY of the families that moved into 


Lakewood when the new houses began to go 


up, Alfred and Joan never moved again. They 
bought a house on a pie-shaped lot that gave 
them lots of space in the rear. Eventually, as 
their family grew, they added another bedroom 
and a family room to the original house. 


More homes have been built In the United 


States . since World War II than were built in the 
entire previous history of the Republic. The vast 
tract developments that grew up in Lakewood, 
Levittown, Pa., Lake Forest, III., and elsewhere 
during the 1950s were the subject of much study 
by sociologists, psychologists, writers and just 
plain busybodies. 


Most of the researchers who studied the new 


housing tracts drew a grim picture of what they 
found. The new areas had a rootlessness and a 
regimented uniformity, they charged. The houses 
were too small, the communities weren't communi- 
ties at all, the residents lacked self discipline and 
bought too much on credit, tract life was a rat 
race In pursuit of status and fathers had to 'drive 
so far to and from work they had no time to be 
with their children. 


In a book called "The Crack in the Picture 


Window," writer John C. Keats denounced tract 
living as a get-rich-qulck scheme by developers. A 
psychiatrist named Richard Gordon wrote that 
tract living caused mental illness and marital 
breakups, and Fortune editor William H. Whyte 
Jr. saw Suburbia as the habitat of the Organiza- 
tion Man. 


COFFEE after dinner, I asked Alfred 
v about all this. 


"How does Lakewood look 20 years after?" I 


asked. "You were one of the pioneers of a whole 
new way of life for America. Is Suburbia good or 
bad?" 


He pulled on his pipe and thought about it. 
"I suppose we were pioneers," he said finally. 


"You think of a pioneer as somebody on the fron- 
tier facing hunger and hostile Indians and wild 
animals and disease. We didn't have that. But we 
had more subtle dangers and most of them were 
new and unknown. Our dangers were mainly psy- 
chological and there were some who didn't sur- 
vive them. 


"Sure, a lot of the criticism of the sociologists 


was true in tho beginning. There was a lack of 
Individuality, a conformity. One housewife would 
get a big wooden key and hang it on the wall and 
soon every living room on the block had a wood- 
en key on the wall. Every house looked as if it 
had been decorated by the Ladies Home Journal. 


"But you have to remember that we pioneers 


came to Suburbia in our 20s -and 30s. We were 
young and we lacked confidence in our taste. At 
one time the houses on this street all looked 
alike. Go out and look at them now. People have 
added on and altered them. Some have been faced 
with brick and God knows what else. They don't 
look alike any more. 


"There was a time when all the parents and 


all the kids in Lakewood seemed to be the same 
age. No more. Most families in Lakewood are mo- 
bile. As their income increases or their jobs 
change they move. I think we're the only family 
on this block that moved into their home when it 
was absolutely new. 
You SAID THERE WERE some subtle dangers 


and that some people succumbed to them," I 


said. "What were they?"- 


"I,ack of identity with the community at 


first," • he .said, _"Lakewopd was a bedroom. Most 
of the men got up Irf the "morning -and drove a 
long way to work. In the evening they drove a 
long way home. They saw their families mainly 
on weekends, which they spent keeping up with 
house maintenance. 


"The husband's interests tended to be centered 


where he spent most of his waking time; that is, 
where he worked. The lives of the wives were 
centered on the home and children. It was mainly 
the women who worried about community issues 
and community, politics, the schools, the PTA. 


"Sometimes marriages couldn't stand this divi- 


sion of interest Some ended in divorce. Then, 
there's the family around the comer, a profession- 
al man, his wife and two children. They're techni- 
cally still married, but he's only home on week- 
ends. He's got a girl friend in Los Angeles. His 
wife has the children and that's apparently, 
enough for her." 


He stopped and relit his pipe. 
"Yes, we had our casualties in pioneering Sub- 


urbia, but I think we've made it. The worst is 
over. One healthy sign, for example, is that the 
sociologists are leaving us alone. They've stopped 
studying Suburbia and moved off to study Leisure 
World and the other retirement communities. 


"Of course, all the evidence isn't in yet. The 


reason most of us bought homes in Suburbia, or 
said we did, was for the children. What kind of 
children have we produced? That's a disturbing 
thought with all the campus riots and demonstra- 
tions, the hippies and the frug bit. These are the 
kids that grew up in Suburbia. 


"They're different from us, that's evident. I 


was the first member of my family to graduate 
from college. I worried about security and I sup- 
pose about status. My kids don't. They worry 
about truth and not being hypocrites and saving 
the world. 


"The trouble is," he said, looking around his 


comfortable home, "I was under the impression I 
had already saved it for them — -at least, their 
part."

Teen-agers Looking for Trouble 


(But Only to Help Out)

BLAMES AND SMOKE poured out of 


the two-story warehouse and into 


the black, 3 a.m. sky, and the flickering 
red glow gave the men and equipment 
fighting the blaze an almost psychedel- 
ic look. 


The scene was the SmYth Moving 


and Storage Co. warehouse at 3333 E. 
Willow St., Long Beach, and more than 
70 firefighters were battling the three- 
alarm fire iri the early morning hours 
of Saturday, last Oct. 5. 


Suddenly, a new piece of equipment 


rolled up. It was a white converted fire 
truck, carrying the insignia of the Long 
Beach Department of Emergency Pre- 
paredness, and the name "Search and 
Rescue." 


Its crew quickly began unloading 


and setting up powerful floodlights, and 
the five-kilowatt generator aboard the 
truck was soon supplying power to 
light up the fire scene. 


"Because of the speed and profes- 


sionalism of their effort, it was our im- 
.pression, at first, that these young men 
were an integral part of the Long 
Beach, Fire Department," 
said 
Joe 


Wells, vice president of SmYth Moving 
and Storage Co. 


It was a mistake that many other 


people have made. 


The young men are not firemen, 


however. For one thing, they are not 
old enough. They are members of the 
Long Beach Search and Rescue Explor- 
er Post No. 279, and they range in age 
from 14 to 18 years. 


Although, Post 279 is affiliated with 


tlhe Boy Scouts of America's explorer 
^specialist program, it is much more di- 


• rectiy involved with the city's Depart- 


ment of Emergency Preparedness and 
the Police and Fire Departments. 


The Search and Rescue unit is un- 


der operational control of the Depart- 
ment of Emergency Preparedness, and 
Evar P. Peterson, Long Beach's chief of 
Civil Defense, was instrumental in de- 
veloping the present 
program. 
The 


unit's headquarters is at 4000 E. Spring 
St., the former Nike site which the city 


. is converting to an emergency operat- 
ing center. 


The post is sponsored by the Long 


Beach Police Motor Patrol Association, 
as represented by Motor Officer Dick 
Johansen, and the Long Beach Fire 
Fighters Association, 
represented by 


Battalion Chief Bill Spurrier. 


The SmYth warehouse fire was a 


typical operation, not an isolated exam- 
ple. During the past year, the unit was 
called to several fires, including the 
Los Cerritos Channel blaze in Heart- 
well Park; to participate in the search

types of protective clothing, smoke 
masks, ladders, climbing gear, a chain 
saw and a portable generator. 


Ambulance — There Is a former 


Fire 
Department 
ambulance, 
now 


owned by the Department of Emergen- 
cy Preparedness, which would be used 
to transport casualties among disaster 
workers, and a four-wheel drive, war- 
surplus vehicle which can carry four 
stretchers, or be used to transport per- 
sonnel. 


Mobile Command Center — Tills is 


a converted 
military bus, which has 


transmitting and receiving equipment 
for all local police, fire, public service 
and Civil Defense frequencies, as well 
as Citizen Band equipment for the 
Search and Rescue team itself. It has 
telephone facilities which can be tapped 
into phone lines, and it includes a 
small kitchen and rest-room. 


Jeep — This vehicle has four-wheel 


drive and sand tires, and is equipped 
with a public address system, as well as 
two-way radio. 


Commissary Truck — This mobile 


kitchen carries a. 30-gallon water tank, 
a two-burner stove, sink and refrigera- 
tor and its cupboards are stacked with 
such emergency food items as coffee, 
soup, chili and sandwich materials. 


Rescue Boat — Thisis a shallow- 


draft Boston Whaler, powered by an 
18-horsepower outboard motor, which 
is used for search work on inland wa- 
ter areas. 


for a missing Seal Beach child; and to 
handle crowd control and first-aid at 
the Long Beach Airport rally in Novem- 
ber for President-elect Richard Nixon. 


During a power failure at a local 


hospital, the unit set up its generators 
and delivered emergency power. Post 
members are proud of the fact that a 
baby boy was born under their lights. 


Providing 
emergency 
lighting 
Is 


probably t h e i r major contribution to 
firefighting, but they also take over the 
feeding of police and firemen at the 
scene of disasters, and can set up a 
mobile command center — as they did 
at the Heart-well Park fire. 


The Search and Rescue post's equip- 


ment — which members maintain and 
operate — gives the best idea of the 
unit's capabilities. It includes: 


Lighting Truck — This 
converted 


Fire Department pumper carries a five- 
kilowatt 
generator and 14 500-watt 


lights. Two lights are fixed on the 
truck and can be telescoped up to 30 
feet. The other 12 are portable." 


Lighting Trailer — This unit was 


built by the team members. It also car- 
ries a five-kilowatt generator; two 
1,000-watt spotlights, which once were 
LT. S. Navy signal lamps; three 500-watt 
floodlights, and three spring-loaded ca- 
bles to carry power to the portable lights. 


Rescue Truck — This is the basic 


unit, and carries winches, blocks and 
tackles, all sizes of rope, fire extin- 
guishers, first-aid kits, blankets, all 


The 'Search and Rescue unit also 
has a fork-lift, which can be used In 
heavy-duty rescue work as well as to 
maintain the other equipment, and Is 
assembling another generator-trailer, to 
be hauled to the scene of.emergencies. 
All of the mobile equipment has two- 
way radio, and the Command Center 
has three walkie-talkies. 


The post meets every other Tuesday 


night at the Spring Street headquarters 
under direction of unit officers. Garry 
Cuppy, a 17-year-old Wilson High sen- 
ior, is pdst captain. Richard Mac- 
Donald, 17, a Poly High senior, last 
year's captain, is Cuppy's assistant this 
year. 


The post, which currently has 20 


members, divides into six-man teams 
when operating in the field, each with a 
squad leader.

Once each year, the unit attends a' :j 


week-long training course at the City 
of I^os Angeles Rescue Training Center 
on Mt. Lee. The center includes a "dis- 
aster street," which represents build- 
ings and homes destroyed by some dis- 
aster, and from which "victims" must 
be rescued. 


The members are taught how to get 


into wrecked buildings and get people 
out, how to transport injured persons, 
how to use such rescue equipment as 
an A-frame, power saws and cutting 
torches, and how to tunnel and shore.

join the Police or Fire Department, but 
adds they also are a chance to "do 
something worthwhile" . for the com- 
munity.

In the past year, the value of ths 


Search and Rescue unit has been real- 
ized by city officials, and the post has 
been called out on about 15 occasions. 
Johansen and Spurrier prepared an In- 
formation sheet, which ' lists all of the 
post's equipment and its available serv- 
ices, and sent them to the heads of mu- 
nicipal departments which might have 
occasion to call for such help. 


Heads of city departments and po- 


lice and fire watch commanders have 
authority to call on the post for help. 
The post has a telephone chain system, 
whereby certain members call other 
members, so that—even in the middle of 
the night — it can mobilize its mem- 
bers and equipment in less than a half 
hour. 


Last month, the city officially rec- 


ognized Search and Rescue Post No. 
279 and its sponsoring police and fire 
organizations at a dinner meeting. City 
Manager John R. Mansell presented ci- 
tations to the organizations for their 
efforts. 


Mansell, who said he personally wit- 


nessed work of the post at the Heart-

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SPACE AGE PAINTER 


USES NO BRUSHES 


Artist - 


With a Blowtorch 


By Peter Marsteller 


IpIVE DAYS A WEEK lie languishes 


in the scientific catacombs of TRW 


Systems in Redondo Beach. He is John 
Alexander: electronic engineer. But on 
the sixth day lie is transformed. He 
locks up his slide rule and pulls out a 
can of paint. He takes off his business 
suit and puts on a pair of paint-en- 
crusted dungarees. He becomes John 
Alexander: artist extraordinaire. 


I watched him construct a painting 


one Saturday afternoon 
in his back 


yard. His easel was a rickety card ta- 
ble. 


"Where are your paintbrushes?" I 


asked. 


"Don't use any," he replied. With a 


spatula he scooped a pile of powdered 
iron oxide (rust) on to his canvas — 
er, I should say on to the masonite 
board he uses instead of canvas. 


"Masonite is the only Inexpensive, 


commonly available material that will 
stand up under my painting," he ex- 
plained. He poured from a can of milky 
polyester resin, a thick syrupy plastic . 
used for everything from coating TV 
antennas 
to- making light-weight lug- 


gage. Then out came a can marked 
"thinner" which he splashed merrily 
Into the mixture. 


"Hey, that last stuff isn't mixing 


with the 'others," I observed. Globules 
of solvent were spaced throughout the 
sticky goulash of rust and polyester. 


"Not supposed to." He grabbed a 


blowtorch. "Stand back." He adjusted 


- the torch's flame, then shot a jolt of 


fire at the masonite. Whbmp! It blew 
up like a Molotov cocktail. I under- 
stood why he used masonite instead of 
canvas. The fire burned briefly, only to 
be snuffed out with a garden hose. I 
crept forward to inspect the damage. 
The charred surface of the painting 
was covered with a coat of bubbles, 
fissures and indentations. 


"The polyester was flame resistant," 


he said. "The solvent was incompatible 
with it — like oil in water. So when I 
fired it, only the globules of solvent 
burned. The pits and scars you see rep- 
resent areas vacated by the burned sol- 
vent." 


"Great What's it supposed to be?" 
"Nothing yet. I'll put it on the roof 


of my house for a couple of months 
and expose it to the sun's ultraviolet 
rays. Then I'll apply more paint, some 
acid and perhaps a metal oxide. Even- 
tually it will look like a drop of stag- 
nant water magnified a hundred times." 


Two months later I saw the end 


product. Through John Alexander's art- 
istry a simple drop of water had be- 
come a kaleidoscopic montage of colors 
and textures. 
, , , . , . . 
• . • , . 


"Actually this is pretty dirty water. 


If you drank it you'd get sick," he said. 
He held up a photograph of a drop of 
water (taken through a microscope) 
next to his painting. The same am'oebas 
and paramecia were in the painting as 
in the photograph, yet the painting's 
textured surface gave them a three-di- 
mensional aspect that-seemed to bring 
them to life. 


Who would paint such a thing, and 


in such an unusual manner? 


John Alexander has combined tech- 


niques 
and 
materials 
discovered 


through electronic engineering with his 
artistic urge. Experience gained in de- 
signing the antenna for the radar that 
protects the USS Enterprise, 
designing 


components for the Tartar and Terrier 
missiles and the Orbiting Geophysical- 
Observatory has shaped Alexander's art. 
He calls his method of painting "Art in 
Space Media." 


He has had 30 years of experience 


as an artist to perfect his style. He be- 
gan his artistic career not as a painter, 
but as a child actor. He had feature 
billing in more than a dozen films, 
among them "Strange Interlude" with 
Clark Gable, "Rasputin and the Em- 
press," in which he played the young 
Czarevitch to Lionel Barrymore's Raspu- 
tin, 
and "Ambassador Bill" with Will 


Rogers. (If you are old enough to re- 
member those films, you are definitely

not a member of the younger genera- 
tion, and have probably kissed age 39 
goodby a long time ago.) As a teen- 
ager he studied to be a concert pianist 
and began to paint. When' he was 20 
World War II cut short his artistic car- 
eer. After the war he began studying 
engineering and today he. is a senior 
member of the technical staff of TRW's 
Product Design Lab. Throughout his en- 
gineering career he has remained true 
to his artistic nature, applying tech- 
niques and scientific principles learned 
through space research to painting. 


In 1967 Alexander was voted an art- 


ist membership in the prestigious La- 
guna Beach Art Association. He's had 
many one-man shows, including one at 
the Charles Bowers Museum in Santa 
Ana. 
But perhaps the best indication of 


his success is that his work sells 
(prices start at $200). Not too surpris- 
ingly, one of the greatest markets for 
Alexander's art has been the aerospace 
industry.

He did not choose his method of 


painting just to be different. He feels 
his use of blowtorches, dry ice, acids and 
X-rays is the only way his subject mat- 
ter can be re-created. Nothing is done 
at random. Each chemical reaction con- 
tributes a designed effect toward the 
completed painting. The finished work 
represents something totally foreign to 
the average person. But in his engineer- 
ing work Alexander has seen many 
beauties of nature known only to scien- 
tists, because they can be observed 
only with costly microscopes and tele- 
scopes, and these have served as inspi- 
ration for his paintings. 


For instance, his largest source of 


subject matter comes from optical pho- 
tomicrographs (a picture taken through 
a microscope). At 100 magnifications 
the grain structure of metals, the inside 
of a human cell, and the innards of an 
amoeba (invisible to the eye) can be 
seen in detail. 


Electron microscopes can effectively 


magnify objects 100,000 times, com- 
pared to the 1,000 magnification limit 
of a standard microscope. At this level 
the crystalline structures of metals and 
minerals can easily be perceived. 


At 
the reverse end of the visual 


spectrum from electron photomicro- 
graphs are planetary telephotos (pic- 
tures of the planets taken through a 
telescope). - The surface of the moon 
provided the inspiration for one paint- 
ing. It is a grey slab of craters, moun- 
tains and fissures, sort of a three-di- 
mensional 
artistic 
relief 
map. 
The 


moon's topography is partly created by 
extreme heat and cold. The surface 
temperature varies from 215 degrees 
Fahrenheit in the daytime to —250 de- 
grees at night. Hence, to create his im- 
pression of the moon Alexander used a 
blowtorch to crack and bubble the sur- 
face, then quickly applied dry ice to 
freeze the reaction at the desired point. 


Another source of subject matter 


has been aerial photographs. "Classical 
landscapes are viewed on a horizontal 
plane," he explained. "A 
completely 


new aspect of the character of the 
earth is obtained through viewing verti- 
cally. From this vantage point the ef- 
fects of erosion, vegetation and internal 
earth stresses become apparent as na-

The strength of funda- 


mentalism lies in its good 
order. A 
fundamentalist 


officer runs a spruce gar- 
rison or a shipshape ship. 
Cooks who follow the re- 
cipes never ruin the dinner. 
Fundamentalists 
are re- 


spectable people according 
to their doctrines. 


The weakness Is rigidi- 


ty. Under battle conditions 
such an officer lacks the 
nerve and imagination to 
improvise victory out of 
disaster. Great cooks are 
artists, not slaves to cook- 
books. Communist funda- 
mentalism plays a tragic 
role in Russia and China. 


THE TRADITIONALIST 


may look a bit like a fun- 
damentalist, 
but 
he is 


really very different. He 
believes that truth can be 
found in past experiences. 
Men have learned to do 
certain things well. There 
is no need to tamper with

carpet and get a large 
area rug that will leave

around the room. The bor- 
der can be from 12 to 24 
inches, depending on the 
size of the room. This 
would give the room a 
character of its own and 
separate it from depend- 
ence on the living room.

concrete 


floors, as so many homes 
do now, you can still re- 
move the carpet. Buy just 
enough beige tile to lay 
around the edge of the 
room, say about two deep. 
These can be laid with 
mastic tape for easy re- 
moval if you plan to re- 
carpet at some f u t u r e 
date. Cut your run pad to 
fix exactly into the con- 
crete area and placo your 
rug on top. The color for 
the rug may be 
dark 


green, gold or perhaps a 
multicolored shag of soft 
colors that would hide 
soilage so often found in 
dining areas.

The First Californians 


ALMOST ANCESTORS: The First Californians. 


By Theodora Kroeber and Robert F. Heiser. 


Edited by F. David Hales. Sierra Club, $15. 


Alfred L. Kroeber's "Handbook of California 


Indians" was both monumental and definitive; the 
distinguished University of California anthropolo- 
gist in that work gathered between book covers 
just about every fact known about the tribes of 
this state. His widow, Theodora Kroeber (who 
told, in "Ishi," the life and death story of the Cal- 
ifornia Yahi tribe and its last survivor) now joins 
with another distinguished UC anthropologist, 
Robert F. Heiser, in transforming those facts into 
living human beings, through a lively text and an 
original- collection of 117 photographs of Califor- 
nia Indians. 


The Indians we see are members of tribes 


which have been virtually destroyed by the white 
man. The haunting faces are from as far back as 
1850, in a daguerreotype of a Southern Maidu 
tribesman. (It was found in a pile of trash in the 
attic of an old house in Los Angeles and given to 
the Southwest Museum). 


Many of these pictures (from museums and 


private collections) may be a little blurred, or oth- 
erwise Imperfect; most of them were taken by 
nonprofessional photographers. More often than 
not, these descendants of peoples who were proud 
"monarchs of all they surveyed," wear the clothes 
of the conquering white man — discarded shirts 
and pants, or in the case of the women, shapeless 
Mother Hubbards. But the lenses "told it like they 
saw it." 


Here, among many others, Is Rogerio Rocha, a 


Fernandeno Indian who was born in 1801 and 
died in 1904, the pride of countless centuries in 
every line of his ancient face; here, in 1934, a 
Yokuts father of the Yachicumni subtribe poses 
with his beautiful young daughter; a white-beard- 
ed old Luiseno poses on the Saboba Reservation 
in 1897; a Mohave woman is shown in a photo 
taken before 1900, large painted spots on her 
face; a Karok wearing only a loin cloth in 1907 
looks as if he could win an Olympic wrestling 
gold medal. 


There are handsome maidens, like the Yurok 


girl, Alice Frank Spott, taken in 1907; there are 
mountainously immense squaws like the Yokuts 
woman of the Wikchumni subtribe taken in 1930 
(she was born in 1868). 


Maidus, Atsugewi, Hupas, Yumas, Monaches, 


Washes, Wintus, Miwoks, Cahuillas, Deguneos 
and the rest, their faces "mirror the old look, 
comely, serene, humane;" with the deaths of each 
"there disappeared from the face of the earth the 
last living representative of a people, a language, 
an independent tribelet-state, a particular way of 
interpreting life and its mysteries."

Twelve new short stories have rolled off the type- 


writer of Mr. O'Hara and are contained in this his latest 
volume. "No one writes them any better than I do," he 
states in the book's foreword and he's right as far as 
the slick story goes. He's the consistently best writer of 
the formula short story. The skeleton of the story is 
skillfully fleshed out and no bones show through. The 
narrative hook is expertly set and reading him is a 
course in itself for aspiring short story writers. 


The first story In the collection has a touch of the 


quality story in it and is a sharp social comment on the 
hyprocrisy of a small town. A fine story. Others range 
over a wide field of subjects, some touching on a favorite 
theme in O'Hara novels — the sex mores of high society. 


Mr. O'Hara warns us that it may be a while before 


we see any more new short stories by him; he's cur- 
rently working on a play and a novel and he feels he 
must get them finished before he goes back to short 
stories. With his great capacity for work, one feels sure 
he will finish his current works and get back to short 
stories again, even though he's nearing 70. — Forest 
Jordan. 


Fight in Mexico 


THE LANDING AT VERACRUZ: 1914. By Jack 


Sweetman. U.S. Naval Institute, Annapolis, $8.50. 


One wonders how much history he doesn't know 


when some writer dredges up such an interesting and 
Important, though neglected, event as the Navy's "inva- 
sion'1 and pitched battle at Veracruz, Mexico, just before 
World War I ... 
an action during which 50 Medals of 


Honor were won, including such heroes as John J. Le- 
jeune and Smedley Butler, Marines who gained highest 
rank in the 1930s. 


Sweetman's father was in the party that landed at 


Veracruz and his conversations with his son led to the 
development of this account. In his preface the author 
sees 1914 as the year that spelled the death of the plac- 
id Edwardian Age and the birth of an age of violence 
that changed, and is changing, the world each day. He 
writes of the relationship between the U.S. and Mexico 
and how Veracruz' refusal to fire a salute to the Ameri- 
can Flag and the order for interception of a steamer of 
supplies to the city set off the invasion. 


The book includes much Mexican history, the rise 


and fall of regimes, the heroes and the villains, the dip- 
lomatic intrigues of President Wilson and his cabinet 
and details of the fighting. 


The author has included the names, ranks and ac-- 


tion of the landing party, some historical pictures of the 
city Including combat and names of the Medal of 
Honor recipients during this strange Incident. — Bill 
Shelton. 


The Bad Guys 


WESTERN OUTLAWS. By Vincent Paul Rennert. 


Crowell-Collier Press. $3.50. 


After the Civil War, it seems, all the malcontents 


went West to either escape the law or reside where the 
law was not overly stringent. Thus the sparsely settled 
regions from the midland plains on west became the 
haunj^of. real or legendary badmen who have become 
part ~"6f America's heritage. This book is about some of 
"them critters." 


And, although these accounts of the individual owl- 


hoots are contrary to the findings of other researchers I 
hava read, it nevertheless is splendid fare for readers of 
robust literature. 


For example, the authoi says Jesse James was a 


bloodthirsty thug, and that William Bonney (Billy the 
Kid) was a misunderstood, crazy-mixed-up-kid. I had al- 
ways thought it was the other way around. But who 
cares, I believe everything I hear about either of them. 


Rennert includes accounts of the deeds and mis- 


deeds of nine badmen: Wes Hardin, the most wanted 
outlaw of the west by the time he was 20; the James- 
Younger gang, one of the first gangs of bank robbers; 
Billy the Kid, who was known by several other names 
during his short, violent life; Black Bart, a dapper, poet- 
ry writing bandit whose identity still is a mystery and 
lesser lights, Butch Cassidy, Rube Burrows, the Dalton 
brothers and Bill Carlisle.—Bill Shelton .

In 
fact, we glibly sprinkle our 
conversation with phrases 
relative to the cat, some 
modern, but some rooted in 
folklore or history. 


When cats were used as 


exchange 
items by 
the 


Phoenicians, and a deal 
cinched, the saying was 
"The cat's in the bag." In 
some 
deals, 
there 
was 


skulduggery, 
and 
cats 


were sometime substituted 
for edible piglets. If some- 
one learned of the cheat- 
ing and tattled, the ex- 
pression used was "Some- 
one let the cat out of the 
bag." These two phrases 
were also used during the 
black Middle Ages when 
cats w e r e bagged and 
dragged off to be tortured 
as allies of the devil. A 
well secured cat was "in 
the bag." Not well se- 
cured, "the cat was out of 
the bag." 


Probably the English de- 


veloped the word "kitty" 
as a synonym for a poker 
pot. Pewter pots of early 
days 
consisted 
of 
one 


l a r g e kettle surrounded 
by smaller pots, in a way

similar to a mother cat 
and her kittens. When the 
pot of tea or whatever was 
put on the table, it was 
called "the kitty." In time, 
the card game pool to 
which each p l a y e r con- 
tributed part of his win- 
ning was termed "kitty." 
Now money pooled for 
any specific purpose can 
be the "kitty." 


The expression "sitting 


on the fence," although 
not using the word "cat," 
stems from the act of a 
cat jumping onto a fence 
and then wavering about 
which side to land on. The 
expression even found its 
way into an English sport 
in which ;i stick is batted 
by 
opposing 
teams, 
a 


game now called Tipcat. 


A "cat nap" is the 


watchful half-sleep of any- 
one who takes a quick 
cloze. 
Those 
who have 


lived with cats know that 
these pets can seemingly 
be asleep but still alert to 
all that is going on. 


Other phrases referring 


to the cat include "Rain- 
ing cats and dogs," "There 
is more than one way to 
skin a cat" (Skin the cat 
is 
a 
game), "Curiosity 


killed the cat" (it seldom 
does), "Holy Cat!" "It's 
the 
cat's 
meow," 
and 


many others.

COIN ROUNDUP 
Mint Director 


Collectors' Pa!

T 


HE NUMISMATIC WORLD found a friend In 


Miss Eva Adams, the director of the U.b. 


Mint. While at times we have disagreed with cer- 
tain policies, she has done a gigantic job for the 
public good and through it all has been a true 
helpmate to the true numismatist. 


During the coin shortage, Miss Adams strongly 


opposed coin speculation and hoarding, and due 
to the drastic methods undertaken under her 
direction, the coin shortage was alleviated. With 
the facilities at the new mint to be opened short- 
ly in Philadelphia, there will probably never be 
another shortage. 


Along with most numismatists, fellow column- 


ists and the general public, we humbly suggested 
to President-elect Richard Nixon that he reappomt 
this energetic, able and conscientious government 
official 
as mint director. Miss Adams is well- 


known to coin collectors throughout North Ameri- 
ca, has appeared as guest speaker at many com 
conventions and was a guest lecturer at my num- 
ismatic classes which were held at the Massachu- 
setts Institute-of Technology in Cambridge. 


I have watched Miss Adams in appearances 


before congressional committees and her activities 
at coin conventions. She has impressed me with 
her devotion to her position and her unfailing en- 
thusiasm. 


Miss Adams was appointed to a second five- 


year term by President Johnson in 1966. 


Interested collectors should contact their con- 


gressman and senators, as well as the office of the 
'president, so we can retain a true friend of the 
numismatic fraternity. 


Q—Please give me a definition of the word 


"numismatics." 


A—"Numismatics" Is the science of coins, to- 


kens, medals, paper money and objects closely re- 
sembling them in form or purpose. The coin 
collector is called a "numismatist." 


Q—Why do some coin dealers pay more for 


Canadian silver dimes and quarters than for the 
U.S. silver coins? 


A—It is illegal to melt the U.S. silver coins, 


but it Is not against the law to smelt foreign sil- 
ver in this country. No doubt some of this is pur- 
chased for this purpose. 


Q—i have a small Canadian silver coin dated 


1888. Is this old piece scarce? 


A—I assume you mean the 1888 five-cent sil- 


ver of Canada, which catalogs at $1.50 in good 
condition, and in very sharp or extra fine condi- 
tion at $13. One million of these pieces were 
minted. 


Q^-I have an 1877 dollar-size coin. The back 


says "United States of America Trade Dollar." It 
also has a little "s" on the back. It is in nice con- 
dition. Is this item valuable? 


A—The piece you have is an 1877 San Fran- 


cisco Mint trade dollar. These coins were made to 
circulate in the Orient, but were not accepted in 
the manner the government hoped they would be. 
Approximately 9.5 million of the coins were minted, 
and they catalog at $16 in very good condition 
and $80 in brand-new condition. 


Q—I have a small piece of paper money with 


the word "notgeld" and various other words on it. 
Could you tell me anything about it? It is dated 
1922. 


A—Your piece is a German notgeld or emer- 


gency note. There were many thousands issued 
during the great inflation in the 1920-23 period. 
They are common and retail from 5 cents to 25 
cents, although there are some scarce varieties.

Volunteers who donate their time are In 
need, and ages above 15 are preferred, she said. Paid 
positions are few, and have a minimum age requirement 
of 18 years. The Long Beach Head Start program, 
run by the Long Beach Community Improvement League, 
helps about 200 pre-school children at nine different 
sites in the city. Craft classes, lunches and play periods 


help the youngsters adjust to the meaning and routine 
of their upcoming school life.

IN ACTION 


TTN THE PEANUTS' cartoon world, Charlie Brown 


is a bom loser. But in real life, Charles Brown 


of 1333 Myrtle Ave., is not. 


TJie 20-year-old is the first black president of 


the Associated Student Body at Long Beach City 
College. Ho also is vice president of the Black 
Students Union, a member of the Los Angeles Ur- 
ban Affairs Committee and a church choir direc- 
tor. He has served as president of the Student 
Forum and has written columns for the Viking, 
biweekly LBCC newspaper. 


His views: 
—When I ran for student body president at 


City, it was because I looked upon myself as an 
interested.student who wanted change. Of course, 
I realize that my winning is an incentive to other 
blacks and independent students to run for office. 


•—In my term as president, we have started to 


change City's image as a high school with ash- 
trays. Student government is no longer a mouth- 
piece for the administration. We are backing the 
•students over the wishes of the faculty and ad- 
ministration. We are working to unify the two 
campuses, to get a student union built and to set- 
tle parking problems. 


—I feel no conflict between being an officer in 


the BSU and in the student body. First, because 
as student body president I represent the entire 
student body, not one faction. Second is that, de- 
spite the notoriety, the BSU has constructive 
goals, and is working within the establishment. 


—At City, the BSU group has set up a Martin 


Luther King Loan Fund, which wo finance by 
sponsoring; jazz rallies. We also have a counseling 
service for black students, social activities, tutor- 
ing for kids in the black community and a college 
visitation day for Poly High School seniors. We 
are working with the faculty and administration to 
devise a black curriculum which will include 
courses in Afro-American history and the sociology 
of the black man. 


—At least we are still able to communicate 


with the administration and faculty. Some of the 
problems on campus are caused by a communica- 
tions gap. Students don't know the problems of 
the faculty and administration, and the faculty 
and administration look down on the students. 


They should talk to them as equals. And the two 
groups should cooperate. 


—I view myself as an activist. I think an ac- 


tivist should bring problems to light and tell how 
tihey can be rectified. Unfortunately, activists 
have been labeled as revolutionary militants, and 
people just turn off. "Militant" has become a 
dirty word. Yet throughout history there have 
been militants, like the Christian militants. They 
were people fighting for what they believed. Most 
of the great changes in history have been caused 
by revolutions. 


—The word "black power" has become evil 


too. Yet black power has been preached for more 
than 100 years. It means the unifying of black 
people to achieve bases of power. We are trying 
to better ourselves. Nobody thinks the United 
Jewish Appeal is evil. Yet we are trying to do the 
same thing. 


—I hope to be able to help the black commun- 


ity. I intend to go to UCLA and get a degree in 
sociology or public administration. I want to work 
in personnel. 


—Eventually, I want to open a management 


firm in the black community and help place peo- 
ple in black and white businesses.

lure molds, sculpts and paints the 
world on a grand scale." 


He showed me a painting that re- 


sembled a bunch of brown bumps on a 
background of green with a splotch of 
blue in the center. I said I thought it 
was a piece of abstract art. Actually it 


"'•was an aerial view of a cattle roundup. 


The brown bumps were cattle, the 
green area — textured and bumpy — 
was what trees looked like from the 
sky, and the blue splotch was a pond. 


So if you're going to paint an aerial 


landscape, why not just get out a brush 
and a palette? 


"My experiments with conventional 


brush and paints proved inadequate. 
Standard techniques could not fully re-

create my model's beauty. I gradually 
found that to achieve the qualities I 
was seeking, the paintings would have 
to be generated by the dynamic reac- 
tions that produced the originals," Al- 
exander explained. 


In other words, if you want to paint 


an aerial landscape of the earth's sur- 
face, you must use the same processes 
that shaped the earth itself, in his opin- 
ion. The earth's surface is affected by 
sunlight. Accordingly, Alexander often 
puts his paintings on the roof of his 
house for sunlight exposure. Water 
erodes mountains and fills river valleys. 
The unique 
effect of erosion 
was 


achieved by submerging one painting in 
the Alexanders' 
swimming pool for 


three days. In the desert the heat of 
day and cold of night have the power 
to crack huge boulders. Thus the blow- 
torch and dry ice are important tools in 
his arsenal. 


One thing found in nature which is 


missing from most art is tactile sensa- 
tion. The sense of touch is ignored in 
most visual art. Yet the world is felt as 
well as seen. And so the sense of touch 
is not neglected in an Alexander paint- 
ing. The artist says, "People invariably 
enjoj' touching my work. This is not 
only not harmful, but it is encouraged. 
It adds a new dimension to my work, 
not found in any other artist's paint- 
ings, to my knowledge." 


The beauty of Alexander's work is 


his ability to take a commonplace thing 
we see every day and show it to tis 
from a com.plej.ciy different perspective. 
Even the most simple things in nature 
become beautiful. The reality we per- 
ceive with our eyes is not the only one 
that exists. Both below and beyond the 
limits of our vision there lies a world 
of excitement and beauty. After seeing 
one of his paintings you can't even 
take a drop of gutter water for granted 
any more.

Called Health Need

"W/'ANTED: a new kind of shoe 
** that has a self-cleaning mecha- 
nism. 


Reason: Shoes are a breeding 


ground for many disease-produc- 
ing organisms—and unlike oilier 
clothing articles, shoes are not 
washed or cleaned regularly. 


So, a shoe that could reduce 


skin temperature and moisture 


would tend to eliminate the envi- 
ronmental factors that produce 
ringworm, excessive sweating, ath- 
lete's foot and foot odors. 


Dr. Morton Walker, a Stamford, 


Conn., foot specialist, made the 
observation at a recent meeting of 
the American Podiatry 
Associa- 


tion. He estimates that 60 million 
persons in this country have ring- 
worm of the foot, another 20 mil- 
lion suffer from excessive foot 
sweating. 


A NEW RESEARCH project to 


examine the effects of marijuana 
on thinking and perception is to 
be conducted at the I.angley Por- 
ter Neuropsychiatric Institute in 
San Francisco. 


The study is being financed by 


a grant from the National Institute 
of Mental Health. 


Although the effects of mari- 


juana on a person's outward be- 
havior are well known, there has 
been little systematic study of 
how it alters the ability to think, 
concentrate 
and 
perceive, 
re- 


searches say. 


DOCTORS IN Bangkok, Thai-' 


land, have used an appendix to re- 
place a Fallopian tube In a 31- 
year-old woman who previously 
had been infertile. 


She had been unable to con- 


ceive because of blockage of her 
tubes. It is in a Fallopian tube, or 
oviduct, where conception takes 
place. This is the tube between 
the ovary and the womb. 


A few months after the surgical 


transplant, the patient 
became 


pregnant. 


Meanwhile, in America some re- 


search centers are beginning to 
transplant tubes. Donor tubes are 
those removed during hysterec- 
tomies. 


MORE THAN 300 aids and ap- 


pliances designed for blind per- 
sons are described In a 39-page 
reference book recently published.

inge that permits measuring of 
dosage by blind patient," Scrabble 
games that can be played by blind 
person with sighted persons.

tract infections by adding the drug 
quinacrine hydrochloride to conven- 
tional antimicrobial therapy. 


Medical researchers say the com- 


bination prevents the rise of resist- 
ant bacterial strains. 


Quinacrine, an antimalaria drug, 


has been used effectively in combi- 
nation with one of the following 
drugs: amplcillin, sodium colistime- 
thate, nitrofurantoin, sodium cephal- 
othin, nalidixtc acid. 


The search is continuing at Uni- 


versity of Pennsylvania. 


RESEARCHERS have found a strik- 


ing link between color blindness and 
manic depressive illness. It now ap- 
pears that manic depressive illness 
may be hereditary. 


A manic depressive patient is one 


suffering 
from a mental disorder 


marked by alternating periods of 
great elation and deep depression. 


"We now have extremely sugges- 


tive evidence of a genetic factor in 
manic depressive disease," says Dr. 
Eli Robins, head of the department 
of psychiatry, Washington Universi- 
ty School of Medicine, St. Louis. 


He says it Is quite likely that man- 


ic depressive Illness and color blind- 
ness are linked on the same chromo- 
somes. Chromosomes are microscopic 
bodies which contain genes (heredity 
determiners). 


The study does not mean that a 


person with color blindness is predis- 
posed to manic depressive illness, he 
says.

given satisfactory results in the 
treatment of certain eye Infec- 
tions, according to British Journal 
of Ophthalmology. 


As a cream and ointment, it has 


proved to be valuable in applica- 
tion to large body burns, accord- 
ing to British Journal of Plastic 
Surgery.

ndon Johnson is determined to leave 
the White House smiling no matter 
how much he may be hurting on the 
inside. He has endured the rebuffs 


of Congress, the press and the public. 
Tor a man of his celebrated ego, it has 
been agony. He has devoted his full, 
consuming energies to the pursuit and 
practice of power; now he must yield 
his power to the leader of the opposi- 
tion.'For a man of his enormous pride, 
the act will be painful. 


Yet no President has ever stepped 


down from the pinnacle more grace- 
fully. The transition has been extraor- 
dinarily smooth and serene. He has 
been cordial toward Republicans, kind 
to subordinates, forgiving even to news- 
papermen. "I am going out with my 
chin up and my chest out," he has re- 
solved. 


If there is a measure of grirnness in 


his new mellowness, it is evidence only 
that Lyndon Johnson has changed little 
during the 22 years I have known him. 
He is still a man of many moods, all of 
them unpredictable. He may change 
more in 22 minutes than he has 
changed, fundamentally, in 22 years. He 
is, as always, callous and compassion- 


ate, 
cantankerous and cordial, domi-

neering and deferential. I hose close to 
him, however, now see fewer of his 
dark moods, more of his bright ones. 


I'ARADE's editors have asked me to 


evaluate Johnson on the eve of his de- 
parture from public life. Here are my 
answers to their questions: 


Does the President regret any of the 


historic decisions he made in the While 
House? No. He passionately believes 
that most of his actions, however pain- 
ful, were correct. Faced with the same 
situation again, with the same alterna- 
tives, he would make largely the same 
decisions. 


How does he view his place in his- 


tory? The President is confident that 
history will vindicate him. He believes 
events already have justified his inter- 
vention in the Dominican Republic, and 
he expects the same verdict on his other 
great decisions. "1 think we are going 
to get peace in Vietnam," he declares. 
"I think we are going to work things out 
with the Russians." 


Will Johnson be remembered as a 


politician or statesman? His legislative 
record, a product both of politics and 
statesmanship, will be his monument. 
However, his desperate desire to be 
recognized as a statesman may have 
cost LBJ his reputation as a master poli-

tician. Lver since he became President, 
he has tried to escape the image of a 
political wheeler-dealer. In striving to 
stay above partisan politics, he badly 
neglected the Democratic organization. 
Result: the party machinery fell into 
such disrepair that it was in no shape for 
the 1968 campaign. 


Hopes for approval 


Does the President feel unappre- 


ciated? Yes. He has given the American 
people more of his time and energy 
than has any President in modern times. 
Yet his popularity has plummeted until 
he couldn't risk attending his party's 
convention last year to take his final 
bow. Like Harry Truman, who also left 
office unappreciated but rose again in 
the esteem of his fellow citizens, how- 
ever, Johnson expects eventually to gain 
the public approval he has so eagerly 
sought. 


Does the President think the press 


was loo hard on him? Yes. He believes 
the press was unfairly and unnecessarily 
hostile. He feels the correspondents 
were prejudiced against him because of 
his Texas style. 


Have five years in the White House 


aged the President? Yes. He entered the 
White House a middle-aged man, will 


leave it an old man. But these are the 
years (55 to 60) when a man ages 
rapidly. Although the hair is grayer and 
the worry lines deeper, he has weath- 
ered the past five years well. His health, 
except for his gall-bladder, hernia and 
throat-polyp operations, has in general 
been good. Last year he suffered only a 
couple of respiratory infections. 


Have his tastes changed since he 


came to the White House? No. He still 
likes hootenannies, barbecues down on 
the LBJ ranch, Zephyr's red-hot chili and 
the song of the tires on an open road. 
But he will submit to classical music, 
continental cuisine and 
agonizingly 


slow driving for the sake of Presidential 
dignity. Recalling the public concern 
over his 90-mile-an-hour speeding, he 
told a friend ruefully: "You know it's 
wrong to drive over 60 miles an hour, 


. but you do it anyway. A President has 


to set an example." A vain man, LB) 
still likes his hair cut according to his 
elaborate specifications, tries always to 
turn his best side toward the cameras 
and chooses his clothes carefully. He no 
longer, however, selects dresses for his 
wife and daughters, who now get more 
professional advice. (The improvement 
has been noticeable.) 


Has the President kept the same

iriends around him in the White House? 
As his popularity has dwindled beyond 
the White House gates, he has drawn 
his circle tighter, spends less time with 
people he wants to cultivate, more time 
with a few intimates who have worn 
well over the years. 


He -has also become closer to his 


family. "I have got the best family in 
the world," he declares passionately. 


Johnson is enormously proud of the 


young men who eventually became his 
sons-in-law, and he positively dotes 
on his grandchildren. Grandson Lyn's 
visits to the famous'oval office, where 
he punches telephone 
buttons and 


plays with other accouterments, does 
more for the President's spirits than 
would a congressional coup. More than 
one distinguished White House visitor 
has been startled to see the President 
suddenly do a silly little jig: he is merely 
illustrating his grandson's latest accom- 
plishment. "You should see his legs. 
He's just as sturdy as his Lithuanian an- 
cestors," enthuses LBJ. He calls him 
"Khrushchev," because his squat build 
reminds Johnson of the former Soviet 
Premier. 


Lady Bird forecast in her diary in 


March, 1965, that her husband would 
retire in three years. The President cites 


this as evidence that she knows him 
better than he knows 
himself. 


The President is still buoyant, about 


retiring, although he has had remorseful 
moods. It was agonizing for him, for 
example, to watch his power begin to 
slip from his grasp at the Democratic 
Convention. He felt the party leaders 
he had once commanded were hustling 
him into history. He had stage-managed 
every moment of the 1964 convention 
up to his own triumphant appearance. 
He also dictated the site of the 1968 
convention and tried to pull the strings 
in Chicago from the LBJ ranch. As he 
watched the drama develop on TV, 
the enormity of his mistake came home 
to him. Johnson had planned to fly to 
the convention to accept the last hur- 
rah of the Democrats. He stayed in 
Texas when the Secret Service warned 
that his appearance could intensify the 
disorder. 


'He's not President yet' 


Another wave of remorse swept over 


him when he awoke the morning after 
the election to learn that his successor 
would be Richard Nixon. Personal feel- 
ings, however, gave way to tradition, 
and LBJ worked to accommodate the 
President-elect, 
albeit 
sometimes 


grumbling about Nixon's eagerness to 
lake charge. "He's not President yet," 
grumped Johnson," when Nixon worked 
out a plan for the mid-1969 retirement 
of Chief Justice Earl Warren. 


But most of all, he is determined to 


leave the LBJ brand upon history. Every 
Johnsonian doodle and scribble has 
been 
preserved, arid an estimated 


250,000 glossy photographs have been 
taken of LBJ in every possible situation. 
One of the nation's recent top-secret 
purchases is a machine that, at the press 
of a button, can produce any given 
photograph of the President taken on 
any giv.en date. The record of his Ad- 
ministration, both written and pictorial, 
has been estimated at a staggering 20 
million documents, which will be 
housed for posterity at the University of 
Texas. 


"I don't think President Johnson 


came to the White House with any deep 
convictions," reflected one aide. "But 
he has acquired the convictions that he 
believes will impress historians." With 
an eye on history, LBJ has always set 
Texas-size goals for himself. It wasn't 
enough for him to defeat Barry Cold- 
water in 1964;. he went all-out to win 
by the biggest majority in history. It 
wasn't enough for him to achieve a 


great legislative record; he had to sur- 
pass Franklin D. Roosevelt's first 100 
days. Johnson has the statistics to prove 
that he sent more messages to Congress, 
entertained more foreign potentates, 
started more public projects than any 
other President. 


He inherited the war in Vietnam, but 


did not give it top priority among his 
many burdens until 1965, when he made 
it Lyndon Johnson's war. Every step up 
the escalator of conflict was ordered by 
him until it became almost an all-con- 
suming interest. 


His decision to bomb North Vietnam 


brought him six months of sleepless 
nights, as he waited restlessly for the 
casualty reports to reach the White 
House situation room. He made it clear 
that the selection of targets—chosen to 
inflict as few civilian casualties as pos- 
sible—was his, and he bragged, in the 
manner that so often irritates those who 
lack his rustic background: "They don't 
bomb an outhouse without my permis- 
sion." While he chafed over the words 
of his war critics, he sometimes had his 
own doubts about his wisdom. "I pray 
about it," he told a friend, "but it's hard 
to know what Cod wants you to do." 


Second thoughts 


Any lingering doubts that may still 


plague the President over his Vietnam 
decisions concern tactics only. Would il 
have been better, he wonders aloud, if 
he had ordered a swift, relentless smash- 
ing of the enemy, such as the Russians 
carried out against Hungary or Czecho- 
slovakia? He keeps reassuring himself 
that he not only lacked the logistical 
back-up for quick, decisive action but 
that it might have plunged the world 
into an all-out holocaust. 


President Johnson tends to color his 


Vietnam reminiscences to suit his lis- 
teners. He earnestly reminds doves that 
he held his generals in check. And to 
hawks, he describes himself as the No. 
3 hawk in his Administration next to 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk and ex- 
White House aide McCeorge Bundy. 
However, (he President has staggered 
under the terrible burden of the Viet- 
nam war. Not until he announced the 
partial-bombing halt last March 31 and 
the full bombing halt on Oct. 31 did he 
get some relief. "March 31 look the 
burden off one shoulder, and Oct. 31 
took the burden off the other shoulder," 
said an aide. 


Johnson wanted desperately to go 


down in history as a peace President 
and never completely abandoned this 
hope. He is proud that his sons-in-law 
volunteered for Vietnam, but he shared 
his daughters' fears when they left for 
the war. At Classboro, N.J., he and Soviet 
Premier Aleksei Kosygin agreed that 
they had to maintain peace for their 
grandchildren. "I thought I had worked 
out an agreement with Kosygin for a 
Vietnam peace," LBJ confided to an 
intimate.

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Still, he found Kosygin quite reason- 


able and decided he had been over- 
ruled by the Kremlin. "He represented 
his country just like Fred Kappel repre- 
sents AT&T," said the President, rofcr- 
ring to the former chairman of the 
telephone system. 


Looking back to the first brave days 


of 1965, lohnson also feels he may have 
pushed his domestic programs too hard. 
He burned up the momentum of his

triumph by force-feeding Con- 


gress a steady diet of legislation' de- 
signed to remake the face and soul of 
America—bills on civil rights, health, 
Medicare,

of all, his war on poverty that began 
with promises that hunger and need 
could be stamped out in a decade. LBJ 
realizes that his poverty programs suf- 
fered from poor planning, poor ad- 
ministration and his own failure to 
devote sufficient time and energy. He 
would like to see them salvaged, not 
scrapped. Should President Nixon at- 
tempt to "turn back the dock," LBJ is 
ready to speak out. 


Promoting civil rights 


His relationship to the nation's black 


population is one of history's more cu- 
rious chapters. Despite his Southern 
upbringing, Johnson pushed through 
more bills to bring the Negro into full 
citizenship than at any other time. He 
sees himself as an emancipator, and 
often felt frustration when his efforts 
were not blessed by the blacks. Al 
though lohnson was a Populist, sym- 
pathetic to the problems of the poor, 
he had never established close contact 
with the black community before reach- 
ing the White House. Yet he developed 
a quiet understanding of their plight. He 
severed relationships with old friends 
wrio_disagreed with his handling of the 
Vietnam war, but his pique seldom rose 
when black leaders criticized him. "You 
just have to be understanding," he 
would tell friends. 


Johnson's greatest regret, as he re- 


views his Presidency, was his inability 
to project himself to the nation, to 
soothe and charm and explain and con- 
vince, the way he is able to do in in- 
timate conversation. Part of the dif- 
ficulty arises from his manner. He is not 
a television personality. The greatest 
source of his trouble, however, came 
from his inability to deal with the press. 


He made himself more available to 


the press than any President had ever 
been, inviting reporters into his oval of- 
fice and to the I.BJ ranch. He sought 
their advice and, during his first Christ- 
mas at the White House, even sent his 
private plane to Phoenix to bring New 
York Ti'mei columnist James Reston and 
his wife to the ranch. This Johnson treat- 
ment had proven itself on industrial and 
political leaders, but it failed with the 
reporters. Still determined, LBJ sum- 
moned the public relations chiefs of the

federal departments, and ordered them 
to produce more positive Johnson 
stories. Still, he failed. 


He couldn't understand that the press 


was determined to remain independent, 
and to seek its own stories without 
benefit of press-agentry. He writhed 
over unflattering headlines and frothed 
when one of his secret schemes made 
the papers. Johnson does not believe 
that policy discussions should be shared 
with the public, only final decisions. He 
bullied subordinates into silence, then 
became the leading information leak in 
his own Administration. Sometimes re- 
porters found that the information he 
gave them was misleading, and rela- 
tions between President and press be- 
came more strained. 


Rumors are now circulating that John- 


son intends to attempt still to control 
the Democratic Party from his ranch. 
Others assert that he will now seek 
financial power to compensate for the 
political power he cherished but must 
now relinquish. Intimates doubt both 
reports. He has told Vice .President 
Humphrey that he will avoid the ways 
of Andrew Jackson, who continued to 
manipulate the party from his retire- 
ment home near Nashville. Privately, 
Johnson has assured Flumphrey that he 
approves of him as the party leader and 
will not interfere. And close friends be- 
lieve that LBJ, rather than seeking to 
amass more capital, will move to liqui- 
date his assets. The thing he talks most 
about, they say, is seeing more of the 
world with Lady Bird. 


He also looks forward to nights with- 


out interruptions, to days in the sun 
frolicking with his grandchildren, and 
to cool mornings just lying in his bed. 
He has sighed happily to friends: "I'm 
going to sleep until eight in the morn- 
ing." 


For Lyndon Johnson, this will be a

On other lines, the steward- 
esses were treated equally 
well. 


Explained Axel Bitsch-Chris- 


tenson, general manager of the 
German Atlantic Line: "Stew- 
ardesses have to be chosen with 
great care.

STEWARDESS: THE NEW LOOK ON GERMAN FREIGHTERS. 


Two 
years 


ago, to alleviate the shortage 
of merchant marine personnel, 
German shipowners came up with 
a bright idea—:why not hire 
women? 


No sooner thought of, than 


done. The Hapag Lino placed two 
stewardesses on each of ten 
ships to serve meals to offi- 
cers and crews. They were paid 
a base wage of $137.50 a 
month, shared a cabin. 


Several weeks' ago a lifeboat 


from the freighter M.S. Ham- 
burg, docked at Guatemala. 
Sandwiched in between the 
eager-for-leave sailors was 
stewardess Helga Werner, 28. 
She immediately beelined to a 
post office, airmailed a letter 
of complaint to the Hapag 
directors. 


The crew, she charged," went 


on long, howling alcoholic 
binges. At meals the dirty 
jokes were unbearable. The 
captain had a master k'ey to all 
cabins, forcibly entered those 
of the women. 
' 


When the letter reached Ham- 


burg-and was publicized, rep- 


resentatives from various 
shipping unions and organiza- 
tions went on board.ships and 
made a thorough check. They 
decided it all depended on the 
ship's captain. Where the cap- 
tain treated the women with 
respect, the officers and crew 
behaved themselves. On ships 
of the Hamburg-South America 
Line, for example, throe women 
radio operators were treated 
with the respect and admiration 
befitting their vital jobs. 
On other lines, the steward- 
esses were treated equally 
well. 


Explained Axel Biisoh-Chris- 


tenson, general manager of the 
German Atlantic Line: "Stew- 
ardesses have to be chosen with 
great care. They must be young 
women of strong moral fiber 
because on many ships sexual 
urgencies develop with which 
not every girl can cope."

Shipowners, convinced that the 
Hapag experiment, despite a few 
untoward incidents, has proven 
itself, now want to double the 
number of young women already 
hired—from 300 to 600.

NIXON AND BLACK YOUTH 


S 


tarting Jan. 20th, President Nixon's number-one 
domestic problem will be the young American 
Negro. 


There are .approximately 20 million blacks in 


the U.S. Half of them are 21.5 years or younger. A 
large percentage of these young people—some esti- 
mates reach 25 percent—are illegitimate. 


These blacks are thus deprived not only of their 


historical identity, which is true of all Negro Ameri- 
cans regardless of age, but in addition, they are de- 
prived of father identity. They are rootless in the past 
and stakeless in the present. 


In American society the most deprived members 


are the most aggressive and violent. Since they have 
least to lose they commit the most crime. 


Owing mainly to skin color, blacks have failed to 


achieve equal housing, equal education, equal eco- 
nomic opportunity in an admittedly racist society 
whose wealth is constantly exposed to them via tele- 
vision. 


The result is that they are angry, frustrated, impa- 


tient, reckless, boiling, under-educated, and im- 
mensely open to violence. 


They cannot be controlled in their ghettos by larger 


and larger white police forces unless the nation de- 
sires their mass genocide. 


What they want is the opportunity to break out 


and develop more black policemen, politicians, jur- 
ists, teachers, lawyers, and businessmen. They seek 
control of their own lives and communities.- 


How President Nixon implements or impedes their 


push for black power will condition, to a large de- 
gree, the clipiate of his Administration and perhaps 
the fate of this nation in the years to come. 


HIGH SCHOOL UNDERGROUND 


The movement to establish newspapers that ."tell 


it like it is" began on college campuses where the 
official student paper was generally drab and con- 
trolled by a dull, contented administration. 


In metropolitan areas like New York, Los Angeles, 


Atlanta, and San Francisco, underground papers 
emerged'from the hippie movement to cater to their 
own groups. 


This journalistic trend is now spreading to high 


schools. In the past two years more than 100 un- 
authorized newspapers have sprouted in high schools 
throughout "the country. Recently HIP, the High 
School Independent Press Service, was established 
by students in New York City to provide school 
papers with features and news stories designed to 
highlight the generation's new culture. 


RETURN OF THE DOG 


A picture of young boy with his faithful dog al hi? 


side is a traditional memento of growing up in Amer- 
ica. But like a Norman Rockwell illustration, the 


stereotype harks back to simpler days when this 
nation was young and rural. 


Dogs are now making a comeback with college- 


age kids.' At many major universities — California, 
Wisconsin, Stanford, North Carolina — students' dogs, 
mostly the larger breeds like German shepherds, 
Labradors, Dobermans — roam the campus, accom- 
panying their human companions to class. Girls as 
well as boys have taken to the animals, often travel 
with them more to ward off loneliness than any 
possible undesirables. 


Today's students, emphasizing warmth in human 


relations, have decided to include man's best friend 
in the deal. 


FASHIONS ; 


The most popular garment of recent weeks among 


the young group is a blue work shirt, preferably faded. 
Both sexes wear them as daily dress and at parties 
with a colorful tie. The shirts are available at Army- 
Navy stores and other establishments which sell work 
clothes. Chain clothiers, however, are beginning to 
stock their own brand at higher prices to cash in on 
the youth market. 


Also upcoming as a potential fad, according to 


Bridgeport Web, one of the largest manufacturers of 
colored elastic in the country, are wide, psychedelic 
striped belts. Dick and Joe Bechelli of San Francisco, 
the belt kings, report that belts from one-and-a- 
quarter to three inches wide, are catching on at West- 
ern college campuses. 


THE DRAFT 


The Selective Service system needs a drastic over- 


haul. Among authorities—lawyers, educators, gen- 
erals, and legislators including Sen. Ted Kennedy— 
few would deny that. 


Until President Nixon can move Congress to revise 


the system, however, young men need the most up- 
to-date and authoritative information they can get on 
the present perplexing draft law regulations. 


One of the best sources is a 72-page pamphlet, The 


Draft Law, published by Yale University. It contains 
a comprehensive explanation of all the various draft 
classifications and procedures. The author is John 
Griffiths, 28, assistant professor at the Yale Law 
School who believes, along with many others, that 
the Selective Service system as now constituted, 
abounds in "inscrutable arbitrariness" and is "per- 
vaded by downright anarchy." 


Griffiths realizes, however, that young men have to 


live with the law and understand it.
